This nealing I do better approve of 
than of the calcining in @ fire flame. There is a twofold 
glowing fire, and metals require a twofold glowing or nea- 
ling : one ſort of it is uſed'at Mansfreld, they kindle with 
bundles of ſtraw the heaps of ſlars, ler them glow of their 
own accord, aud they do irlike an heap of coals, and the 
oar is nealed', which is put in for chat purpoſe. Secondly, 
nealing is good alfo for bodies of ſtones, reducing themin- 
tocalſxes; but thoſe that made metalline calxes jn an jn- 
clofing heat; or glowing fire, they got onely the calxes of 
the bodies ex#viums.

In Hun- 
gary and Carinthia the paſſages yield copper oars, which 
cepper is very malleable, and is ar a dearer rate than any is 
in the whole Exrope, as their Minerals alſo, and eſpecially 
the vidriol there is held to be the beſt: as alfo their An- 
timony is courted che hefſt. Thar Virriol hath the beſt and 
rareſt vertues, which is known to trne Naturaliſts, and ex- 
perience hath proved the ſzme to be true. I ſpeak ſome- 
thing now, which if Reaſon.and Uynderſtanding were an- 
ſwerable, many expences, hard work, and good time could 
be ſaved, andir comes onely from hence, becavſe Gold 
breaks ſo near to it, and ar the ſame oars is found, where 
that earth is impregnated with goldiſh ſeed, and make vſe 
of the ſzme food in many ſubcile unitings. Minerals in cheir 
generating qualities are better ſupported among perfett me- 
rals, where they are higher, and more effeual,and are beſt 
uſed for both ſuch perf: & metals, in caſe Nature be rightly 
Imiraree, the ancient Philoſophers have had experierce of, 
ard made trials of it. There is a rematkable difference 
ſound among Minerals, which have their deſcent from gold 
and filver oars, and partly frem copper oars 3 they are Mi- 
nerals and metals, ezch have their particular nature and be- 
ing, among which ſome oars look green, and bleach at the 
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clay-earth they call Pir:40, in wrich the rrve earth is al-

wine, dry the powder againſt a heat, it will be porous. 
Being dricd, then add to it again three parts of flores ſul- 

byr#, let them evaporate under a 9:#ffl:, neal the remain- 
_ powder in a ſtrong heat, and pur ir in ſpicit of wine: 
iterate this work fix rimes, at laſt this Gold powder will be 
fo ſoft and porous as firm butter, dry ir gently , becauſe ir 
melreth cafily. Then take a coated body', which in irs 
hinder part hath a pipe, lute a helmet te ir, apply a re- 
ceiver, ſet it freely in a ſtrong ſand Capel, let your firſt fire 
be gentle, then increaſe it, ler. the body be almoſt in a 
glowing heat, then ſpurt in the ſoftned well dried Gold 
ou being made warm, behinde at the hollow pipe, 
t it in nimbly, there come inſtantly red drops into the 
helmet, keep the fice in this degree 1o long, till notbing 
more 8ſcendeth, and no more drops fall into the Reeeiver. 
Note, in the Recciver there muft be of the beft ſpiris of 
wine, into which the drops of Gold are to fall. 

_ Then take this ſpirit of wine,into which the Gold drops 
td fall, put it in a peHican, ſeal it Hermetice, circulate ir 
for a moneth, it turneth then to a bloud-red ſtone , which 
melteth in the fire like Wax, beat it ſmall, grinde among 
it Lazar calx, melt them together in a ſtrong por , being 
gown cold, pur it in aguafert , there precipiraterh a black 
ce/x , melt it, then you finde mnch- good Gold, as 
the Gold powder and the ſpirit of wine together with the - 
MOyery, a3 the added Lyne? calz did weigh, but one moye- 
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ry of che Lunar ca/x is not ting'd, the other 1s as good as it 
was ro be uſed.

Now if you will make this Viriol, then take the powder 
formerly made , boyled in Vinegar , pour on it good ſpirit 
of common S31-, mingled with Salpeter watergavd the ſpi- 
rit of Salt of Wirer, this S4/perer water 1s made, as aqua 
Tartari is made with Salperer 3 Gold is diſſolved in this 
water : which being done, then abſtrat the. water to a 
thickneſle , ſericin a Cellar, then here ſhooteth a pure Vi- 
triol of So/, the water which ſtayeth with re Vitriol muſt 
be carted cff,diftil ic again ro a ſpiftude;fer it in the Cel- 
lar, more of the Vi:riols will ſhoot, iterate this work as 
long as any Virriol ſh2oteth. If you are minded to make 
the Philoſophers ſtone our of Sslar Yitriol, 2s ſome phan- 
craſtick men endeavor in that way, tben be firſt acquainted 
and afk counſel of thy parſe , and prepare ten, or twelve 
pound of this 73:t7iol, then you may perform the work very 
well, and the Hunzarian Virriol, and others digged our of 
Mines will permir tf ee to doir. You may exiradt from 
this Vitriol ailo its Sulphur and Salr, with fpirit of wine, 
which beiag all cafie work , it is needlcile rodeſcribe ir.

Ake of calx vive, and common Silt, ana, neal them 
together ina Wind-oven, then exriadt the Salr purely 


from the-calz with warm water, coagulace it again, put ro it 


an equal quantity of new calx, neal it, exiradt tbe Salt from 
ic, aecace ir three times, then is t*e Salt prepared. 

Then take the prepared Li#tar calx, ſtratifie the calx with. 
prepared Salr ina glaſſe Viol, pour ſtrong water on ir,made. 
of equal quaatities of trio! and Sabpeter , abſtract the. 
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tquafort from it, iterated a third time , at laſt drive it 
ſtrongly, let the marrer well melt inthe glaſſe , then r-&c 
itforth, your Lune is tranſparent and blewiſh, like unto an 
utra marine. Having brought Lxe thus far, then pour on 
ir ſtrong diftilled Vinegar, tet it ina warm place, the Vine- 
gar is ting'd with a tranſparent blue, bke a Saphir, and at- 
raReth the rinQture of Lune, being ſeparated from rhe Salt, 
all which comes from Lune goerh again into the Vinegar, 
which muſt be done by ed#/cora 3on, then you will finde 
the S*/phzr of Lune fair and clear. Take one part of this 
Sulphur of Lune, one half part of the exiratted Sulphur of 
Sol, fix parts of the ſpirir of Mercure, joyn all rheſe in a 
body, late it well, ſer itin agentle hear, in digeftion, rhar 
liquor will turn to a red brown colour 3 having all driven 
over the helmet, and notbing ſtand in rhe botrom, then 
pour ir on the matter remaining of the filver you drew the 
Sulphur frem , Jute it well, ſer it in aſhes for ro coagulare, 
and to fix it xl. dayes and nights, or when you ſee the Lu- 
147 body be quite dry, brown, and nothing of ir dorh any 
more riſe, or fume , then melt ir quickly with a ſudden 
flux- fire before the blaſt, caſt ir forch, chen you rranſmie- 
red the whole ſubſtance of Silver into the beſt moſt mal- 
leable Gold. 

Of this particular of Silver,l have made mention in ano- 
ther place,namely in the repetition of my 12". Krys, where 
I wrote that the ſpirir of Salt alſo can deſtroy Leze, ſo thar 
a potable Lune can be made of it + Of which potable Lune in 
the laſt part mention ſhill be made of. You muſt nore,thar 
further moſt be proceeded with Lane, and a more ecxat 
anatomy muſt be made upon Lyze, thus : 

When you perceive that the Sulpbur of Lune is wholly 
eXttated, and the Vinegar rakes no more tinfture from her, 
nor the Vinegar doth taſte any more of Salr , then dry the 
remaining calx of Silver, purtir into a glaſſe , pour on ir 
corr0five Hony warer, as you did to the Gold, yer it muſt be 
clear, and without any feces, ſer it in a warmth, for four, cr 
fire dayes, extrat Lyne's Salt, which you may perceive, 
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irs then abſtraRt the Loney water, edulcorate the corrofive- 
neſſe by diſtilling, and clarifie the Salr with ſpirtr of wine, 
the remaining matter muſt be edu{corated and dried , pour 
upon ir ſpirit of Tartar, digeſt it for half a moneth, rhen 
proceed as you did with the Gold, then you have Mercurie 
of Lune. The ſaid Salt of Lune hath excellent vertues upon 
mans body, of which I ſhall ſpeak in another place. The 
efficacic of irs Salt and Sulphur may be leaned by this fol- 
lowing proceſle. 

Take offche fky-coloured Sulphur, which you extrafted 
from Lune,& is reftified with ſpirit of wine,purirt ina glaſs, 
pour on it twice as much of ſpicir of Mercarie , which is 
wade of the white ſpirit of Y/itriol, as you have heard in 
the fame place. In like manner take of the extracted and 
Clarificd Salr of Silver , put to ie three rimes as much of 
ſpirit of Mercurie, lute well both glaſſes, ſer them into 2 
gentle Balmy for eight dayes and nights, look to it that 
the Sulpbur and Salr loofe nothing, but keep their quanti- 
xy as they were 6riven out of the Silyer. Having ſtood theſe 
eight dayes and nights , then pur them rogerher into a 
glaſle, ſeal it Hermetice,ter it in gentle afhes,lerall be dif- 
folved, and ler it be breughr again into a clear, and white 
coagulation, ar laſt fix them by the degrees of fire,then the 
matter will be as white as Snow , thus you have the white 
tinduce, which with the volatile diflolved anima of Sol you 
may animate, fix, bring to the deepels redneſſe, and at laſt

Be induſtrious in your careſull working, ſearch into Scri- 
ptures continual:y , be not prepoſſeſſed with opinions, 
follow afrer r:e unanimous concurrence of Philoſophers: 
2 waycring man is eafily brougit into wrong wayes, and 
ſuch men which hays wavering mindes, ſeldom build firm 


houſes. 


Sceing the ſlone cf - he moſt ancient Philoſophers doth 
mot came, or ſpring from things which are combuſtiblegbe- 
cauſe this ſtone is tree 1 from all dangers, firs may put him 
unto ; therefore trouble nor thy ſeif ro ſeck rp it in ſuch 
things, where Natvyr< woul4 not have thee. co ſeek for. 
As for exa.nple, j* one ſhavid cl] rhee, this ſtone is a vege- 


table work , becauſe a growing quality is in it, bur iris 
not: 
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not: Fer if our ſtone were of a condicior, as other vegera- 
bles are, it wonld cafily be conſumed in fire , nothing 
would ſtay, bur onely its Salr, Though there were men, 
who have written great volumes of the vegetable ſione,yer 
my friend you moſt note, (hat ic will be very diffieult for 
thee to conceive of it, for they call our ſtone a vegetable 
one, becauſe a growing and avgment:ivg belongeth there- 
unto. 

Note further, irrational beaſts have their increaſe of 
their own kinde : ſo you ſttive nor 10 ſeck for, or to make 
this ſtone bur onely of his own ſced, from whence ir hath 
115 beginning and being. Neither ought you to Jook our 
for any Animal ſoul, for the m:king thereof: fleſh and 
bloud, which the great Creator 1: h bftowet upon Ani- 
mals, bclongeth properly uato animals : God compoſed 
them of f1-ſh and bloud, wiz reby an Animal is made: bur 
our ſtone, wn ch from the avcient Philoſophers came as by 
an ir heritance epon me, is made cf one,and of two things, 
which contain a third 3 this is the nakeJ truchz and it is 
rightly ſpoken : for the ancients underfiond by man and 
wife, one body, not in reſpc of the curwerd appearance, 
bur by reaſon cf their innate l:ve, which they got at the 
firſt working of their Natures , is: that reſpe& it is acknow-

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darkneſſe, then the omnigr rear andercinal God , who is 
withour a beginnivg and cnd,whoſe wiſdom was from eter- 
nity by his inſeaichable Decree created heaven and earth, 
and the things contained therein, be they viſible, or invi- 
ſible, by what name ſocver rhey may be called. But of the 
manner of this gloiicus Creation my intent 1s not now to 
Philoſoph:Ze much upon : ler Scripru:e and Faich be im- 
partial judges herein ! 

The great Creator hath given in the Creation to every 
Creature a ſeed, whereby ir ſhould generate and encreaſe, 
wheieby Animals, Vegerabies, and Ninerals might conti- 
nually be preſerved. Man hath no power beſtowed on 
kim, co makegor bring forth a new k-nde of ſeed accoiding 
to his fancy agaieſt Gods ordinance, there 1s granted unto 
him a proÞſeparion and increaſe, God ;eferved for his fole 
power to make ſced, elic man could play the Creator alſo, 
which doth not befſeem him , and belongs meerly to the 
higheſt Creator. 

Conceive thus of the ſeed, which worketh Metals; there 
is a heaven]y jrfluence, according to Gods good pleaſure 
and ordivarice, from zh:ve it falls, and minglerch with ſyde- 
real qualities.

Narure permicterh 
this, becauſe this living increaſe is for the moſt parr found 
in the earth , which with orher Elements are fo raiſed by 
ſpiritual ſeeds. Toprove this with examples , women in 
Villages know to give inftances inthar particular: for theſe 
cannot hatch any Chickens, unletle rhey pur rhe Eggs inte 
putrefation. If bread be put into honey , then the Ants 
are bred, which is one of Natures myſteries! It is ſecn or- 
dinarily that Maggots do breed in fleſh, is mev, and holes, 
and ſuch like Carcaſes, in Apples, Pears, ec. and who! is 
able rorelate all the kindes of worms, which are generated 
by putrefaGion. 

Some Vegetables alfo grow in cerrain places , where ne- 
ver ſuch grew former]y, nor were they lowed in thoſe plas 
ces,onely by putrefattion they were produced, the reaſon 
of it1s, thatthe earth in ſuch places is inclined rhereumo, 
and is impregnated thereby , which the ſyderial qualiri-s 
have infuſed , and wrought a ſeed into, eſpecially, which 
ſeeds putrific in the earrh, and by t''Þ elemental operatfon 
do generate a{corporeal matrer , :ccording to that marter's 
quality. Thus the Afitais together with the Blements

it ſelf; for wichout a natural heat nothing can be pgene- 
rated : and if that bieed ſhall have a living b:ezih and mo- 
tion, the ſame cannot be wirhour aire : for if aire ſhould 
nor be cooperative, then the firſt compoſition,out of wh ch 
the breea ſhould come, would be choaked and periſh, by 
reaſon of want of aire. Thus you ſee plainly , that perf: &

gar, that extraQion js of a deep colour , this Vinegar being 
2bſiratcd in [Banco Marie, and the yellpw remaining 
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powder bang well dulcified with diſtilled water, to get off 
all its aceroſity , then you have a ſweet powder, which 
cauſeth no more any ſtools , bur 1s a gare Medicine of 
zdmirable efficacies, inay well be held for miracn{um Me- 
dicine. | 

This wonderful] powder in a humide place doth dif- 
ſolve into a liquor, which in Surgery is of great uſe, and 
efficacie, curing ſymproms without cauſing any pains ar all

mens wrizings, not endeavouring to learn more in their 
own experience: I am not aſhamed to learn dayly , becauſe 
narure is ;ouid and endlifle , cannot be comprehended 
folly, by reaſon of the ſhortneſle of mans life, and none 
can iay thar there is norhing left more for him to learns 
No ſuch marrer. Thus you fe, that Gods bleſſing muſt be 
ob-ained by fervent and frequent praying unto God, the 
cauſcs of diſeaſes muſt be known, their cure muſt be ore 
dered according to the diretion of Philotophick wriringssy 
zdjoyning an experimental knowledge thereunto. He thar 
doth , and knoweth cheſe fonr things may glory in his 
wayes, confirming things in deeds, and,nor to exerciſe a 
trade upon other mens receipts. My Medicamenrs, if well

I tel] you chere 
15 required an exaQ diligence to finde that, which lieth hid 
in them, ir muſt be done by ſeparation. Natu e mult be 
anatom:Zed, good and bad init muſt be diſcerned, whar is 
contained in each in its Center, for the general, avd what 
cometh from it in particular. :

tiches he my expe from ir. $0 other things muſt be pro- 
ceeded in, which true Naturaliſts ge endeayour to do, and 
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Te Of the myſterie of Microcoſme, 
not prate of things onely wichout experimental knowlegge, 
diipoting of colours with the blinde man; learn to know rhe 
ground with your own eyes and hands, which Nature hi- 
derh within her, then you may ſpeak wiſely of them wirh 
good reaſon, and you may build upon an invincible Rock, 
If you do not ſo, then you are bur a Phantaflick prater, 
whoſe difcourſe is grounded on ſand withour experience, 
and 1s ſoon ſhaken by every winde , andruined in the end, 
The ground of this knowledge muſt be learned as you 
heard, by anaromizivg and ſepzrating of things, which by 
diſtillation is made known : where every Element is ſepa- 
rated apart,there it will be made known whar is cold , or 
moift, warm, or dry.
